Police, school officials and busi­ 
nessmen today took steps to pre­ 
vent recurrences of teenage rum­ 
bles following Saturday afternoon 
outbreak in the Levittown Shop­ 
ping Center among 200 youths, 
many of ‘whom were carrying 
knives, lead pipe, hammers and 
other weapons. 
Twenty-five boys, between the 
ages of 14 and 17 years, were ar­ 
rested by .Tullytown Borough po­ 
lice. but were released into the 
custody of their parents after 
nearly eight hours’ questioning 
Saturday night. Names of youths 
involved in the "gang war" are 
being withheld by police under 
orders of Tullytown Mayor Nich­ 
olas Eberle. 
grated With Tear Gas 
After Saturday afternoon’s mob 
scene, which erupted into minor 
fighting at 12:45 o’clock, police­ 
armed with tear gas—rushed to 
the Towne Theater last night and 
Saturday night after betag told 
more trouble is brewing." 
Tullytown Police Chief John 
Walterick today said that there 


were no disturbances either last 
night or Saturday night. 
This morning, police ta a new 
move patrolled the shopping area, 
dispersing groups of Bishop Egan 
High School students. 
The students, who normally 
park their cars in the shopping 
center area, were ordered by po­ 
lice to park ta one place—in the 
theater parking lot. Police warn­ 
ed those who failed to comply 
that their autos would be towed 
away. 
While police continued to inves­ 
tigate Saturday s outbreak be­ 
tween the "Conservatives" and 


the "Jives," rival groups made up 
mainly of high school students 
from the area, school authorities 
also dug into the cause of the 
mob scene.

"We 
were going to meet there and 
then go to the ball park to settle 
it." He was referring to the Shop- 
a-Rama baseball field in the rear 
of the center. 
In addition to the boys, Wal­ 
terick said there were many girls 
included in the mob. ‘They did a 
lot to agitate the situation," the 
chief stated. However, no girls 
were taken into custody. 
While school authorities stated 
they were unaware of the rum­ 
ble. parents of children in Bristol 
Township schools told newsmen 
they had heard their youngsters 
piking about it last week.

The reduced commuter tickets 
for the Trenton - Morrisville Toll 
Bridge have been selling tike hot 
cakes, according to Warren Long, 
comptroller for the Delaware Riv­ 
er Joint Toll Bridge Commission 
in Morrisville. 
Since the rate 
was 
dropped 
from five cents to two and a half 
cents per ride. Long reported to 
the commissioners that a total of 
10,751 commuter books were sold 
from Jan. I to Jan. 16 alone at 
Morrisville. The new rate went 
into effect Jan. I on the five 
toll bridges run by the commis­ 
sion. 


Previously, the books had sold 
at the average of 
17.000 per 
month. By this month’s end. Long 
said he expected a total sale of 
20.000 books at Trenton-Morris­ 
ville Toll Bridge. 
Will Taper Off 


However, Long saki he felt that 
sales would probably taper off af­ 
ter this initial impact, and book 
sales are expected to average 
about 13,000 per month thereafter. 
He also reported that a total 
of 2,932 books were sold from 
Jan. 1-15 at Delaware Water Gap 
Toll Bridge. This compares to the 
previous 2,300 sold throughout 
1962. “This was more book sales 
in a 15-day period than we had 
sold the whole previous year." 
said Long. 
A contract for printing the com­ 
muter tickets and other toll tick­ 
ets was awarded by the commis­ 
sioners to the Globe Ticket Co. of 
Philadelphia. 
It submitted the 
low bid of $23,700 for the job.
